GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



R. C. Tucker’s Sir Dixon— Vassar colt Deerirg 
■won Hawthorne’s mile snd a quarter race yes- 
terday and again demonstrated that be ii one 
of the best three year-olds at the track over a 
distance of ground. He had Bocey Boy. Monk 
Wayman and three others to beat, but the ring 
was afraid of him and never offered better than 
9 to 10 against bis chances. He caught all the 
wise play at that price, but the public stuck to 
Boney Boy, and his price was cut from 5 to 1 
down to 34 to 1. 

The small field was sent away at the first at- 
tempt with Bouev Boy in front and he set out 
immediately to make a ruuaway race of it. 
The pace Bradley’s ire n horse set was terrific 
but he never got out of Deering’s reach The 
first mile from flag fall to flag fall was run in 
1:394. This put Boney Boy to sleep and oppo- 
site the paddock gate Deering, coming with an 
easy, sweeping stride, passed Bon c y Boy at his 
leisure aDd won polling up in 2:07i. Monk 
Wayman aftpr being carried out cn the first 
turn by Barton made up a lot of ground down 
the backstrotcb, but when the pinch came he 
swerved badly and almost weDt over the inside 
fence with Rntter. 

A steeplechase over the short course created 
more than ordinary interest and resulted in a 
drivmg finish between Gypceiver and Chenier. 
The former was the lucky one to win and he 
had been backed down from 20 to 1 to 15 to 1. 
He and Chenier always had the race to them- 
selves, and after clearing the last fence ttey 
hooked np and had a battle royal for about 
three-sixteenths of a mile. Chenier was the 
first to crack, and as Gypceiver was drawing 
away from him O’Briea reached over and hit 
Gypceiver a couple of whacks with his whip. 

There was a good lot cf youngsters entered in 
the first race, which was at three-quarters for 
two-year-olds. Ten started and Princess Tbyra 
had the call in the betting at 31 to 1. It was a 
very open race and almost every horse was 
backed. Princess Tbyra and H ghland Lad 
went to the front early, and stepping the first 
half in 481 seconds stopped each other. Round- 
ing into the stretch there was a general closing 
up and when straightened out Lady Elite 
sho weo a length in front Below the eighth 
post, though, Lew Kraft came through with a 
rattle on the rail and hand ridden wonjwith a 
bit in reserve. Rosa Diah, a 100 to 1 chance, 
got a way poorly bnt ran a good race, finishing 
a bang-up third Had she won Patsy King and 
Ed O’Malley would have won heavily. 

A1 Lone was the favorite for the second race 
and she won away off by herself. Nutt rode the 
filly and took no chances He was three lengths 
in front when he hit the stretch but kept right 
on about his business and never looked around. 

Periwig, at the liberal odds of 10 to 1, deliv- 
ered the goods like a gentleman m the fifth 
event, and Semper Eadem, after a fierce drive 
through the stretch, placed the sixth to her 
credit. 

W. H. May & Son have applied for ten stalls 
at Hawthorne. They are now racing in the east. 

The afternoon was hot and sultry, the track 
was fast and an enormous crowd was out.

“Virginia” Carroll’s unruly tongue has got 
him into trouble again. A St. Louis newspaper 
of yesterday gives the particulars as follows; 

“At a meeting of the racing stewards of the 
Fair Association held yesterday, it was decided 
to bar bookmaker ‘Virginia’ Carroll from mak- 
ing books in the betting ring, on account of 
complaints made against him by patrons of the 
track. Carroll has a sharp tongue, and his cut- 
ting remarks from the blcck have brought forth 
the wrath of the powers that be. Mr. Carroll’s 
booking partner. George C. Bennett, is at Mem- 
phis. As soon as he was notified of the stew- 
ards’ action he wired back asking that Carroll 
be permitted to make book until he could get 
here and straighten the matter out. Mr. Ben- 
nett’s request brought abont an order permit- 
ting Carroll to ‘cut in’ for the next draw. 

“The racing stewards also sifted the Dutch 
Bard case. Dutch Herd is the gelding owned 
Foster & Brumfield that pulled np lame in the 
last race Monday. After Andy F ster, who 
trains the horse, had been heard, the stewards 
decided not to accept the animal’s entry here- 
after. Dutch Bard has been an nnsound horse 
for the past two years. Charles Rowe had the 
horse at the Fair Grounds last seasc n, and after 
tinkering with him the whole summer finally be- 
came disgusted and practically gave the animal 
away.” 

Charles T. Patterson, the well-known tnrf- 
man, who has made Montgomery Park his 
home during the past five winters, with his 
stable of runners, has written to a Memphis 
' friend intimating that he will not return here 
this fall, but instead take his string to Lexing. 
ton to spend the cold months. Patterson has 
played au important part in tho development 
of the cracks of the country during his sojourn 
at Montgomery Park, and his absence will be 
regretted. Patterson writes farther that his 
good Kingston colt, Kentucky, who was cut 
down in the Stallion Stakes, has almost fully 
recovered, and will start soon. Lamplighted, 
the big chestnut sou of Lamplighter, for whom 
$6,000 was paid as a yearling, has been shipped 
to Lexington to be turned out, and will not face 
a starter until next spriDg. This leaves Patter- 
son with but a trio of youngsters iD his care — 
Kentucky, Benita Brush, the full eister of Ben 
Brush, and the UDnamed Hanover — Workmate 
colt, for which Patterson paid $4,000 a few hours 
after he was foaled. Writing of his recent pur- 
chases in yearlings, Patterson thinks he has 
secured another Hamburg in the cbestnnt son 
of Hanover — Arragon for which he paid $7,925 at 
a recant sale. Patterson also writes of a pur- 
chase of J W. Schorr’s. He refers to th9 bay 
colt, by Magian— Locust Bloom, for which Mr, 
Schorr paid $750. At the time of the sale, Pat- 
terson writes, the youngster stood fifteen bauds 
high and measured sixty-Eeveu inches around 
the heart, with the best of feet and legs. The 
youngster was bred by Mrs. Clay in the bine- 
grass region — Memphis Commercial-Appeal. 

The Woodard & Shanklin sale of racehorses 
in training will take place at Hawthorne to- 
morrow instead of on Monday. The sale begins 
at 12 o’clock. It will afford a chance that 
rarely occurs to secure good horses fit and 
ready to win at once. Snch performers a9 Ser 
rano, Senator Bland, John Havlin, Bitter Root 
Mallskawa. Olekma, Ailanto and the others that 
will be offered will pay for themselves by their 
! winnings here long before the local racing 
season is over. 

Mr. Pierre Lorillard has not engaged Mr 
Matt Byrnes to train for him as reported Mr 
t Byrnes will do the starting at Saratoga, and 
has purchased a few yearlings which he will 
handle for himself. — The Horse Fancier.
